The greatest hope, of course, for German 
Jewry lies in an improvement in economic conditions in the Reich 
and in the consequent strengthening of sane government and just and 
impartial authority. There can be little doubt that one of the first steps 
towards this is a sane revision of Reparations, which, we have econ- 
sistently urged, are a danger and a plague both to him that gives and 
im that takes, and a considerable factor in the state of collapse in 
which world-trade now finds itself. Jews throughout the world. 
wherever their voices can carry persuasion or influence, should raise 
them in favour of a revision of the stupid, artificial international 
repayments which are having the immediate effect of blocking the 
way to world-trade recovery. The economic cause may not be the 
most powerful ingredient of anti-Semitism, But just at present, in 
Germany particularly, it is producing the most grave conditions xs

THE MESSIAH OF ISMIR: SABBATAI ZEV! 

The mock-heroic life-story of Sabbatai Zevi, the pseudo-Messiah 
of Smyrna, is without doubt one of the most absorbing tn the whole 
of history, and a volume based upon it ("Tne Messin or IsMtir: 
SABBATAL ZeEvI"’; by Josef Kastein, translated by Iluntley Pater.

apostasised instead of dying oa a cross. On the other hand, the 
dramatic possibilities of the story are by no means fully utilised, 
One misses the striking antithesis between the romantic dreamer in 
the East and the sober, stolid Jacob Sasportas (just returned fromm 
being Haham in London) in the West: the latter the only prominent 
Jewish leader in Europe to remain unaffected by the craze, his 
hamimer-blows doing a great deal to restore Jewry to sanity) \ 
Bpice of sex appeal is, however, added by repeating solemnly all of 
the contcimporary libels against the imposter’s wife. 

in spite of its having been written originally in German, the 
work is by no means accurate or up-to-date. The latest literature 
on the subject has not been used, nor the older exhausted. There 
are at least three crrors in the opening paragraph. One is the 
description of Sabbatai’s father as belonging to a Byzantine ” 
family (whatever that may mean). He did not. He was of German 
origin; and one of tle moat ironical aspects of the whole cpisode is 
that the man who duped the Sephardi world was himself, by 
descent, an Assjikenazt. 

The Spanish love-song which Sabbatai used to sing is quoted 
in this volume in Dutch, of all.languages, with an expression of 
regret that the full original textis not available, Put it is,in the 
Romancero Judio-Espanol,” $35. 

More serious than these trifles is the absolute lack of reference 
to English sources, with only one exception. It is, indeed, to be 
questioned whether a work of this sort, when'translated, ought not to 
be givenasomewlhat fresh orientation. Quite apart from this, Kastéin's 
omissions are glaring. For example, the graphic account of Paul 
Rycaut, English Consulat Smyrna at the time when these events were 
happening, is used, and even quoted, only via the French translation. 
Of the contemporary English news-letters, etc., upon the imposture, 
of which at least a dozen are on record, only one has been utilised. 
In more modern literature, Kastein bas failed to use boh the 
extraordinary cameo of the Turkish Messiah in Zangwill's “ Dreamers 
of the Ghetto,” and H. N. Brailsford’s delightful sketch in his 
‘ Adventures in Prose.” In details, the work leaves a good deal to 
be desired. The system of transliteration from the Hebrew is 
inconsistent to a degree; and the spelling of proper. names is 
extraordinarily slipshod. Thus, Jacob Querido becomes Keredo: 
Francisco Maldonado da Silva, the most extraordinary of Inquisi- 
tional martyrs, is metamorphosed into Franzisco Maldonadda Silva; 
Mattathias is consistently rendered as Mattatah; and so on. The 
translavion is on the whole clear though undistinguished ; but it 
betrays here and there very pliin signs of Teutonic origin, and is 
enlivened by a few slips of delightfal originality. Thus, on p. 206, 
G.uckel von Hamels, the queen of Jewish memoirists, appoars as 
“the Gliickel family of Hameln!” The volume, in short, does not 
rise to the height of its argument. No treatment can. however, 
destroy the inherent interest of the subject; and this biography 
may be recommended, though unenthusiastically, to those who wish

Most Jewish Prayer Books contain what in Singers edtion 
is termed “Thirteen principles of the Faith.” It is generally 
known that their author is the great Moses Maimonides (1155-1204). 
in the course of his master], 
in Arabic, which was completed in the year 1168, Maimonides 
set himself the task of laying down the fundimental dogmas or 
beliefs on which Judaism rests and which every Jew must belies 
with perfect faith. The first five set forth the nature of God— God 
is the Creator of the universe (1); He is a Unity (2); He is a 
spiritual and not a material being (3); He is eternal 1); and He 
alone is the object of prayer (5). The next four deal with revela 
ticn—-that all the words of the prophets are true (6); that Moses 
was the greatest of all the prophets (7); that the Torah in out 
possession was divinely revealed to Moses (3); and that ihe Jo 
will not be changed (9). The last four articles touch respectively 
God's knowledge of man’s actions and thoughts (10) 
punishments (11); the coming of the Messiah (12 
of the dead (13).

On the other hand there 
were not wanting authorities who held that thirteen was too smal! 
a number. Yedaiah Penini suggested no less than thirty five 
articles; while Isaac Abarbanel rejected any number of articlos 
holding as he did that the entire contents of thy 
receive credence from every Jew. 

Be that as it may, the thirteen articles of Maimonides hayo 
found general acceptance among Jews and enjoy a popularity deniel 
to every other code of principles. !t must not, however, be imagined 
that these thirteen articles are in any way parallel to the Ar 
of Faith of the Christian Church: s—for example, the thirty-nine 
articles of the Anglican Church. To the latter it is necessary to 
subscribe before you can be admitted to the Church. Needless to 
say; Judaism requires no similar confession of faith. Some, ind ed. 
have gone so far as to declare that Judaism has no dogmas at a'l. 
Moses Mendelssohn was the principal protagonist of this view. [Ha 
maintained that nowhere in the Torch is the Jew asked to believe 
this or not to believe that; all that the Torah does isto bid us do 
this or not do that. Others have pointe! cut that the injunction to 
the Jew to search the Scriptures, to know, to study, to contemplate

Effect of British Tariffs.

As a result of the new tariffs introduced in England the Jewish 
population of four towns in Poland is in danger of losing its means 
of livelihood. The Jewish tailors of Brzezin, Ozorkow, Tomaszow 
and Zelow have lately been working mainly at clothing made for 
export to Britain. About three thousand Jewish families were earning 
n few coppers a day as cutters, pressers, etc. Now the trade is being 
killed. The new tariffs in England make it impossible for exporters 
to send ready-made clothes from Poland, and the tailors are in 
danger of starvation. Anattempt is being made to obtain funds to 
feed their families during the winter. But so far nothing has 
been done.

The Jewish musicians then decided to teach the students a 
lesson in their turn. So all through the evening they kept on 
playing intermittently either the National Hymn or the students 
traditional song Gaudeamus, compelling the students to remain 
standing practically a'l the time. Finally, the students got tired 
and left.

American Judge's Dec'sion. 
(From a Correspondent.—New York.| 

An American Judge has recently refused the application of a 
Jewish student to sanction the change of his name from Levine to 
Linton. The Judge considered that there was no earthly reason 
why anyone should give up a good old Jewish name like Levine; it 
is honourable, it is easily pronounced, it is not difficult to spell. As 
this is not the first case when a Judge has withheld permission to 
assume a conspicuously Anglo-Saxon name, the whole problem of 
the advisability and practicability of changing palpably Jewish 
names into equally striking non-Jewish ones, is being widely 
discussed here.

On 
the contrary, he believed that it was destined to grow, not only in 
internal cohesion but in external influence. Nowhere was that 
growth of influence more important to them and more likely 
to be fruitful of welfare to mankind than in those’ ancient 
lands once the cradls of their civilisation that lay between 
the Mediterranean and India. In that growth Palestine 
was the natural keypoint — strategically, commercially, and 
spiritually. It could only fulfil that function if, in‘ every one of 
those aspects, all its latent possibilities were developed. In that 
task their only possib'e allies were the Jews, for they were the only 
people who were willing to give to it their money, their brains and 
their hearts. The Mandatory obligation, therefore, rested, to his 
mind, not only upon their so'emnly plighted word, but on what be 
believed would come to be increasingly realised as a true and 
lasting identity ef interest. Naturally the fulfilment of the Mandate 
had its difficulties. All things that were worth while were difficult. 
Lut there was nothing in their task in Palestine which was insoluble 
or inconsistent with their ideals or traditions or incompatible 
with British policy elsewhere. The task of reconciling the claims 
and aspirations of Communities differing in race, religion and 
culture, and of associating them in acommon patriotism was one 
they had facol ani were facing in many parts of the world.

Tt is dificult for 
I feel that I may be expected to say 
something that will justify, at least in part, all the kind things that 
have been said about me, and lam very conscious that I cannot co 
so. The movement stands to-day, as once before, more than twenty 
live years ago, at the parting of the ways. The world is passing 
through a time of great difficulty and stress, comparable only 
to the pericd o° the Great War, but w.thout the high hopes 
for the future which sustained humanity as that War drew 
to a close. But in gspite of the difliculties, 1 venture to think 
that we can still say that the movement which has brought 
us together here to-night remains the strongest constructive force 
in Judaism ;in the light of what is happening all around us, it is 
perhaps less difficult than it might otherwise be to assess the moral 
values of the movement, and to indicate the role which it is likely 
to be called upon to play in the near future.’ Dr. Weizmann 
continued to review the position of the Jews in the world to-day, 
and said that the economic re-adjustment brought about by the 
Bolshevist revolution in Russia, far from improving the lot of Jews, 
had thrown millions of Jewish lives out of gear, and for millions of 
them uo place could be found in the newly created economic system 
of the Soviets. In the younger generation a process of adaptation 
was beginning; but this had been done at the cost of Jewish tradi- 
tions. It was still doubtful whether any of those schemes of colonisa- 
tion, etc., designed to improve the conditions of Russo-Jewish lI fe 
would prove successful; it was certatn that at best, they could be 
no more than palliatives, and they left the root of the problem still 
untouched. Much the same process of dissolution was going onin the 
other Eastern European Jewish Communities—in Poland, Roumania, 
Czecho-Slovakia. In America, the world’s second great centre of 
Jewish population, the recent economic crisis had hit the Jews 
doubly hard. Many Jewish institutions, built up in America in the 
period of prosperity, were going begging and unemployment was 
rampant. The Jews of the world were penned up in their respective 
countries without any possibility of physical escape. Many of 
them, therefore, sought a moral escape in non-Jewish contacts and 
interests strengthening the already powerful centrifugal forces 
tending towards the final break-up of Jewish life as a whole. 
There had always remained, however, a minority which steadfastly 
refused to submit to the process of assimilation and dissolution, 
and which continued to seek, struggling heroically against heavy 
odds, ways and means of maintaining its identity and expressing 
it. In the midst of all this there was little Palestine, which entered 
upon its post-War career in 1918, full of hope and confidence, 
“For us,” said Dr. Weizmann, “the Balfour Declaration heralded 
a new era: we felt that, for the first time, the sympathies of all 
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Jewish Poverty in Poland. 


Effect of British Tariffs.

As a result of the new tariffs introduced in England the Jewish 
population of four towns in Poland is in danger of losing its means 
of livelihood. The Jewish tailors of Brzezin, Ozorkow, Tomaszow 
and Zelow have lately been working mainly at clothing made for 
export to Britain. About three thousand Jewish families were earning 
a few coppers a day a3 cutters, pressers. etc. Now the trade is being 
killed. The new tariffs in England make it impossible for exporters 
to send ready-made clothes from Poland, and the tailors are in 
danger of starvation. Anattempt is being made to obtain funds to 
feed their families during the winter. But so far nothing has 
been done.

An American Judge has recently refused the application of a 
Jewish student to sanction the change of his name from Levine to 
Linton. The Judge considered that there was no earthly reason 
why anyone should give up a good old Jewish name like Leyine; it 
is honourable, it is easily pronounced, it is not difficult to spell. As 
this is not the first case when a Judge has withheld permission to 
assume a conspicuously Anglo-Saxon name, the whole problem of 
the advisability and practicability of changing palpably Jewish 
names into equally striking non-Jewish ones, is being widely 
discussed here.

ship of material things. They of the British Empire could 


surely look upon Zionism as something in its essentials akin to their 
own conception of the Empire and fundamentally the embodiment 
of a moral purpose and a spiritual! ideal. Indeed, that conception 
of theirs had always been profoundly affected by the Biblical 
tradition in which they as a nation had been steeped. It was, there- 
fore, only natural that they should always exteni their sympathy 
to this Movement, and at a critical moment in history have pledged 
themselves to its support. (Applause.) But there were also practical 
reasons which had made the promotion of this ideal a British 
interest. He was not one of those who believed that the British 
Empire had passed its zenith or was nearing its dissolution. On 
the contrary, he believed that it was destined to grow, not only in 
internal cohesion but in external influence. Nowhere was that 
growth of influence more important to them and more likely 
to be fruitful of welfare to mankind than in those ancient 
lands once the cradls of their civilisation that lay between 
the Mediterranean and_ India. In that growth Palestine 
was the natural keypoint — strategically, commercially, and 
spiritually. It could only fulfil that function if, in every one of 
those aspects, all its latent possibilities were developed. In that 
task their only possib‘e allies were the Jews, for they were the only 
people who were willing to give to it their money, their brains and 
their hearts. The Mandatory. obligation, therefore, rested, to his 
mind, not only upon their so'emnly plighted word, but on what he 
believed would come to be increasingly realised as a true and 
lasting identity of interest. Naturally the fulfilment of the Mandate 
had its difficulties. All things that were worth while were difficult. 
Lut there was nothing in their task in Palestine which was insoluble 
or inconsistent with their ideals or traditions or incompatible 
with British policy elsewhere. The task of reconciling the claims 
and aspirations of Communities differing in race, religion and 
culture, and of associating them in acommon patriotism was one 
they had face 1 an1 were facing in many parts of the world. They 
had successfully achieved it, and they were just now trying to achieve 
itin India where the position of the Moslem minority was very much 
the same as that of the Jewish minority in Palestine. Why should 
they doubt their capacity to succeed in smaller fields? The things 
essential to their success were, after all, simple and few in principle. 
lirstly, they must keep faith—-undeviating faith with the Jew. 
secondiy—-and here they looked to the Jews to help them—they 
must work to promote the well-being of the Arab population and t» 
win if to the conception of a common local patrioti:m in which 
Jews and Arabs could share with equa! pride and equal advantage. 
Last, but not least, they must have faith in themselves. 


Dr. Weizmann. 


Dr. WEIZMANN, replying to the toast, siid: “It is dificult for 
me to speak to you to-night. I feel that I may be expected to say 
something that will justify, at least in part, all the kind things that 
have been said about me, and [am very conscious that. I cannot co 
eo. Tbe movement stands to-day, as once before, more than twenty 
five years ago, at the parting of the ways. The world is passing 
through a time of great difficulty and stress, comparable only 
to the pericd o° the Great War, but w-thout the high hopes 
for the future which sustained humanity as that War drew 
to a close. But in spite of the difficulties, 1] venture to think 
hat we can still say that the movement which has brought 
us together here to-night remains the strongest constructive force 
in Judaism ; in the light of what is happening all around.us, it is 
perhaps less difficult than 1t might otherwise be to assess the mora! 
values of the movement, and to indicate the role which it is likely 
to be called upon to play in the near future.’ Dr. Weizmann 
continued to review the position of the Jews in the world to-day, 
and said that the economic re-adjustment brought about by the 
Bolshbevist revolution in Russia, far from improving the lot of Jews, 
had thrown millions of Jewish lives out of gear, and for millions of 
them no place could be found in the newly created economic system 
of the Soviets. In the younger generation a process of adaptation 
was beginning; but this had been done at the cost of Jewish tradi- 
tions. It was still doubtful whether any of those schemes; of colonisa- 
tion, etc., designed to improve the conditions of Russo-Jewish Ife 
would prove successful; if was certain that at best, they could be 
no more than palliatives, and they left the root of the problem still 
untouched. Much the same process of dissolution was going onin the 
other Eastern European Jewish Communities—in Poland, Roumania, 
Czecho-Slovakia. In America, the world’s second great centre of 
Jewish population, the recent economic crisis had hit the Jews 
doubly hard. Many Jewish institutions, built up in America in the 
period of prosperity, were going begging and unemployment was 
rampant. The Jews of the world were penned up in their respective 
countries without any possibility of physical escape. Many of 
them, therefore, sought a moral escape in non-Jewish contacts and 
interests strengthening the already powerful centrifugal forces 
tending towards the final break-up of Jewish life as a whole. 
There had always remained, however, a minority which steadfastly 
refused to submit to the process of assimilation and dissolution, 
and which continued to seek, struggling heroically against heavy 
odds, ways and means of maintaining its identity and expressing 
it. In the midst of all this there was little Palestine, which entered 
upon its post-War career in 1918, full of hope and confidence. 
“For us,” said Dr. Weizmann, “the Balfour Declaration heralded 
a new era; we felt that, for the first time. the sympathies of all 
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civilised humanity were with us. So we set to work. We hoped to

“oumber of countries to produc) better financial results for the 


do 
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Movement than in the days when these particular countries were 
in a better financial position. Professor Brodetsky instanced ‘this 
countrys collection for the Aecren Hayesod in the last two years 
compared with what it used to be. to prove his point. It might be 
argued, he said, that the 4.000.000 Jews in America bad become so 
impoverished that they could not contribute as much as they 
would like to do. But he would point out that only a few months 
ago an American Jew placed at the disposal of the city of Berlin 
one million dollars for the care of children’s teeth. They 
had not yet, as a Movement. been able to obtain the sympathy 
and understanding of anything like a reasonable proportion of the 
Jewish population of America. The same applied to this country, 
although it was a fact that in England things lhad improved im the 
last two years, whereas in America they had become very much 
wo se. ‘The improvement in this country he attributed to the fact 
that a very considerable effort had heen made in regard to Zionist 
activities; and there had been a great improvement in methods as 
well as a considerable increase in intensity of effort end also of 
conviction in regard to Palestine. There could be no doubt that 
political events had had a very discouraging effect upon Jews 
all over the world. During the last few months, owing to the 
impression of a lifting of the clouds, there had certainly been an 
increased interest in financial investments in Palestine, and Jews 
in this country had during the last few months made ecunsiderable 
additional investments in that country. Dealing with the question 


of organisation, Professor Brodetsky said that an even worse etfect 
than that produced upon their finances by the political events of the

had been the effect produced upon their organisation. 


u9%o0n the organisation of the movement and that 
the Zionist movement outside Palestine had been very much shaken. 
The great problem of the movement was that of organisation, in the 
sense of inducing in the minds of large numbers of Jews a conscious 
ness of national discipline, of their having to share a common 
national fate in the fature. The great task of the Zionist Organi.

BAZAAR AT ANTWERP.

A four days’ Bazaar was held at Antwerp, in the halls of 
the “Harmonie’ (by permission of the Antwerp Municipality) to 
celebrate the thirtieth anniversary of the work of the Jewish National 
Fund in Belgium. In spite of the general trade depression, the Bazaar 
attracted a large number of people, and proved both a financial and 
social success. It was opened by Mr. E. Stern, President of the 
J.N.F. of Belgium, who, in the course of his speech, referred t» the 
late Mr. Jean Fischer, one of the founders of the movement in 
Belgium, the anniversary of whose death coincided with the 
opening of the Bazaar. Other speakers were Dr. Joseph Wiener, 
the Grand Rabbin of Belgium, Rabbi Amiel, and Mr. N. T.rezyner. 
The various Zionist societies organised stands, and a special room 
was reserved for Palestine products. Diagrams: illustrated the 
activity of the Jewish National Fund in Belgium, which has collected 
more than £25,000 during the thirty years of its activity.

The All-Moslem Congress. 


Opening Scenes in Jerusalem. 


CONTINUED OPPOSITION OF NASHASHIBI FOLLOWERS. 
(From a Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. | 

The All-Moslem Congress opened on Sunday evening at the 
Mosque Al Aksa, in the area of the Mosque of Omar. About seventy 
foreign delegates are attending the Conference, but tae only State 
ollicially represented is Yemen. Among the countries unc ficially 
represented are Egypt, India, Syria, Algeria, Morocco, Tunisia, Iraq, 
the Ural Region of Soviet Russia, Persia, Java and Transjordan, 
About thirty-five representatives from Palestine are present, 
including all the Mufti’s: Kadis, and the Moslem members of the 
Sharia (Religious) Cour!s. 

The Conference was opened by the Grand Mufti, who read a 
passage from the Koran, recording Mobamed's celestial journéy 
on Al Buraq, the horse after which the Moslems named the 
Wailing Wall. The Grand Mufti and the Indian Moslem leader, 
Mr. Shawkat Ali, hope to arouse Moslem enthusiasm for the Con. 
ference by picturing to the Moslem world the danger which 
threatens the Mosque of Omar area from the Jewish claims to the 
Wailing Wall. 

The Conference is expected to sit for a week. Moslem Press- 
men have been invited to attend and a concession has been made to 
Christian Press representatives, who are admitted to some of the 
Sittings, but no Jews are allowed to be present. 

Mr. Shawkat Ali is busy here trying to reconcile those sections 
of Arab opinion who are hostile to the Conference.

Turkish Attitude to Congress. 

The Turkish Minister for. Foreign Affairs, Tewfik Rushdi Bey, 
made a statement in the Turkish Parliament in reply to interpella- 
tions expressing anxiety concerning the Congress. He announced 
that he had received assurances from the British Government that 
no political questions of a controversial character would be discussed 
at the Congress and that the British Government would not permit 
any act’on to be taken likely to be against the interests of Turkey. 
Above all, the Minister emphasised that Great Britain was nct pro- 
tecting or encouraging the Congress and that the Caliphate question 
would not be raised. Finally, he declared that the Turkish Govern. 
ment was strongly opposel to any movem:>nt making use of religion 
for political purposes. 

it is understood that the Grand Mufti delivered a speech at the 
Congress, in which he referred to the “ misfortunes" which have 
befallen the Palestine Moslems on account of the Zionist movement. 
He declared that there were 350,000,000 Moslems suffering under 
the oppression of foreign Governments, but the sufferings of the 
Mosleins in Palestine were greater than in other countries on account 
of the Jewish National Home. He also emphasised that Palestine 
was holy to all Moslems, and called upon the delegates to fight 
irreligiousness and to endeavour to establish a Moslem University 
in Jerusalem. 

The Arab organ, the FELESHTIN, confirms the report of a 
shameful incident that occurred at the Congress during the 
delivery of greetings tothe gathering. When one kgypfian delegate, 


‘Ab E!| Rahman Alazam, was conveying greetings from the Egyptian 
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Wafd leader and ex-Premier, Nahas Pasha. another Egyptian 


delegate, Suleiman Bev, exclaimed that King Fuad was the head of 
kgypt. Suleiman Bey was then violently attacked with sticks by a 
number of delegates, and was only saved from his as ail nts by the 
Gand Mufti and the police.

JEWISH IMMIGRATION BRINGS PROSPERITY.

More complete tigures of the results of the censustban were pre- 
viously available, now indicate that Palestine’s urban population 


nmounts to 387,525, and the rural population to 647,629. The popu 


lation of Jerusalem is £0,526; of Jaffa, 51.876: of Tel-Aviv, 46.109; 
and of Haifa, 50,689. Practically all urban localitics show an equal 
number of men and women, while the figures for the total urban 
population show that there are 7.000 more men in the cities than 
women. I have been told that the ptirely Arab areas have shown 
less than one per cent. inerease since the 1922 census, whereas in 
the mixed Arab-Jewish localities ‘there has been a rise of about 
thirty per cent., indicating the higher measure of prosperity that 


has developed during the past decade.

[t is gratifying to find that, confronted as they are by threats of 
extermination made daily by the Nazis and the never-ceasing anti. 
Semitic bombardment throughout the country, German Jews aro 
not yet losing the'r nerve. While strenuously combating in the 
courts and in the press the libels and calumnies showered upon 
them by the anti-Semites, German Jewry is at the same time not 
ullow.ng anything to in‘erfere with the high level of its communal 
organisation which it has always very rigorously main‘ained. In fact, 
all cultural and educational activities are being pursued at an ever 
increasing tempo. In these bad times German Jewry is gathering 
together the best people for each particular field of work, revealing 
to the outside world a brave and fine spectacle of the high intellectual 
level of the Jewish intelligentsia, their achievements in a'l walks 
of life and their devotion and Jayalty to their own people.

Anti-Jewish Excesses in Poland. 
From Mr. MICHAEL MARCUS, 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sirk,—:t is obvious that inadequate attention is being paid by 
British Jewry to the distressing and disturbing news which is 
reaching us from Poland, where Jews have become the daily victims 
of an organised campaign of academic hooliganism and violent 
assault, connected with a systematic scheme of economic boycott. 
Infinite hatced of Jews is fast becoming the test of good citizenship 
in the land of Kosciuszko, and the misguided Poles are paying 
passionate homage to the destruction of Jewish liberty. 

lu New York, last Sunday, a mass meeting, attended by several 
thousand persons, was held to protest against the anti-Jewish out- 
rages in Poland. ‘The speakers included Dr. Stephen Wise and Mr, 
George Battle, the eminent non-Jewish lawyer, who demanded the 
immediate intervention of the United States Government. Although 
suc action is rig dly limited by international law, it cannot be gain- 
said that the psychological effect of the meeting wil! be invaluable: 
moreover, certain steps consistent with diplomatic etiquette may be 
taken by the United States Government in the interests of an ill- 
treated minority. 

Cannot a similar protest be immediately organised in London ? 
There are famous non-Jews in our midst who would gladly 
participate. I know that we can resort to other methods of private 
prote-t, but our public silence is liable to misinterpretation. It is 
a mockery of national freedom if Poland is allowed to erect 
monuments of liberty over the wounded bodies and broken hearts 
of her Jewish inhabitants. For this moral malady public opinion is 
the most cffective remedy. If Poland will not endure Jewish 
citizens she must endure international reproach and condemnation. 

British Jewry must act before itis too late. Enlightened non. 
Jewish thought is on our side. In the twentieth century, any State 
which attempts to utilise persecution as an ally against the weck, 
cannot be allowed to proceed unchallenged; and in this particular 
case we owe it to our fellow-Jews in Poland to initiate an impressive 
protest in Britain.

(swing to the fact that a number of Beet Sugar Fact ries melt -and tarn Out in 
the form of Retined—-Imported Raw Sugar, during tiie time when all the home 
prown beetroots have been worked uj}, the refining capacity of this country is 
becoming greater. than its requirements, Under these circumstances, com- 
petition is bound to be keen, but, as | have said before. our sales for home 
consumption increased during the last vear, and I have no doubt that with 
skilful management both in the NKefineries and Salerooms we shall be able to 
mainta'n our output, and thus keep our cost of production low. It is really on 
this feature, and with due cire in the purchasing of Raw Sugar, that the success 
of the business depends. 

HOME-GROWN BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 

A gratifying feature is the increasing proportion of Raw Sugar which is 
reaching us from the Home grown Beet Factories. 

M hat the future may have in store for that industry can enly be guessed, 

but it seems fairly certain that further assistance will be sought from H. M. 
Government. I cannot imagine that the Government will ask the taxpavers of 
this country f_r farther sacrifices in order to provide increased assistance ora 
pormanses subsidy for Beet Sugar, unless the request comes from the British 
sugar Industry as a whole. We can hardly be expected to doanything but 
oppose with alithe power at our command any attempt to further subsidise the 
production of White Sc gar, which compete: directly with our finished prodacts., 
(Hear, hear). 

We have always contende! that the most economic and satisfactory method 
of working wis for Home-grown Factories to use their plant to its utmost 
capacity in extracting Raw Sugar from as large a quantity of Beets as possible, 
leaving the refining of the sugar to the old established Sugar Refineries, which 
are specially equipped for this purpose. 

We are pleased to ses that—after trial—this method is being more generally 
adopted. 

It is on y on such lines that the British Sagar Industry as a whole.can be 
united iu a common policy.

lt was gratifying, he said, to note the satisfactory proportion 
of girls who came to the Classes for instruction in the holy 
language and anceStral Faith, to equip them to take their place in 
due course as wives and mothers, and to uphold the high ideals and 
pious traditions of Jewish womanhood... The: special class for 
the preparation of boys for their Barmitzvah, continued to be held 
with very useful results. During the year under review, twenty 
boys were trained for their Barmitzvah in this class. They had 
now reached the stage when they were presenting candidates for 
the Jews’ College Teachers’ Examinations, independently of the 
career the pupils might ultimately choose. Their primary aim was 
to raise the standard of knowledge-as high as possible. Five of 
their pupils had passed the Jews’ College Teachers’ Examination, 
Junior Grade: Ray Polatchik, Stanley Goldberg, Ronald Levy, 
Gerald Goldberg and Myer Silverstone, the last-named passing 
with distinction and gaining a prize of five guineas. The 
Stamford Hill Orphan Aid Society, inaugurated under the auspices 
of the Education Committee, and consisting very largely of 
pupils of the Classes, continued its beneficent activity. During 
1930, the collection of pence from pupils of the Classes for the Jewish 
Orphanage at Norwood had realised £48. 

Mr. Levy then read from the Report issued by the Education 
Supervision Committee of tha Union of Hebrew and Religion 
Classes, of which the following is an extract: 

It is evident that the New Synagogue Hebrew and Re'igion Classes, thanks 
to the exper: educational knowledge of the Headmaster and bis band of 
qualified teachers, has attained a high level of efficiency. Not only are the 
boys and girls instructed in Hebrew and religious knowledge, but they are also 
trained to apply the knowledge thus acquired in all possible subjects. In these 
commendable and successful ¢fforts, the Headmaster and the Teaching Staff 
receive the hearty co-operation of parents and of the Rev. 8.

HERE are some artists who can by a 
few strokes of the pen, draw an 
expressive portrait. In the same 
way, some of the best portraiture in 

the Bible is given in a few phrases. But out 

of these scanty sentences, we can feel certain 
that we know exactly the sort of man it was 
that is thus briefly outlined. An example 
in point is Sanballat, whom we encounter in 
the Book of Nehemiah. 
A VISIT TO JERUSALEM. 
We first meet with Sanhallat 

Nehemiah arrives in Jerusalem. Nehemiah, 

you may remember, was a high official at the 

Court of the Persian monarch. But while 

waiting on the king, his heart turned towards 

the land of his fathers and the band of exiles 
who had returned to Palestine. He thought 
of the Holy City, with its walls broken, down 
and: its Temple in ruins. His royal master 
noticed his sadness and asked him the cause. 
Nehemiah unburdened his heart and the king 
granted him permission to go to Jerusalem, 
and even armed him with an order on the 
keeper of the royal forests for timber to be 
given him for the building works he had in 
mind, Accompanied by an escort, Nehemiah 
arrived in Jerusalem. Then Sanballat comes 
on the scene: * When Sanballat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah his servant the Ammonite, heard 
of it, it grieved them exceedingly that there 
was come a man to seek the welfare of the 

Children of Israel.” History repeats itself. 

These men were like the Arabs of present-day 

Palestine. They resented the Jews coming 

back to their own land. 


when 


REBUILDING THE WALLS. 

Nehemiah undertook a private survey of 
Jerusalem before he even disclosed his mission 
to his fellow-Jews. Then he told them for 
what purpose he had come, spoke of the ruins 
that engirdled the city, and proposed that 
they should start building “that we be no 
more a reproach.” Preparations are made, 
and then Sanballat comes again on the scene: 
“ But when Sanballat the Horonite, and 
Tobiah his servant the Ammonite, and 
Geshem the Arabian (!) heard it, they laughed 
ns to scorn, and despised us, and said, What 
is this thing that ye do? Will ye rebel 
against the king?" Nehemiah sends them 
about their business: “ The God of Heaven, 
He will prosper us; therefore we His servants 
will arise and build; but ye have no portion, 
nor right, nor memorial, in Jerusalem.’ He 
told them that they were the real intruders. 

THE 

The work went on and Sanballat, who had 
his headquarters in Samaria, where he seems 
to have commanded a force of bandits, was 
very angry; and he mocked the Jews in front 
of his followers, probably in the very hearing 
of the workers: * What do these feeble Jews ?” 
he said scornfully, “ Will they fortify them- 
selves? Will they make sacrifice? Will they 
finish everything ina day? Will they make 
living stones out of heaps of burnt rubbish ?” 
Then Tobiah took up the chorus. He was a 
miserable echo. He exclaimed in effect: 
“Pooh! What is it they are building? Why, 
if a fox brushes up against it, he will over- 
throw their mighty stone wall.” But the Jews 
went quietly on with their labours. As the 
Bivle puts it: * Their heart was in the work.” 


SWORD AND TROWEL. 

Sanballat was angrier than ever. He and 
his henchmen their brigands— 
Arabians and Ammonites and Ashdodites— 
“and conspired all of them together to come 
and fight against Jerusalem and hinder the 
work.” Sut Nehemiah was equal to the 
occasion. He set guards everywhere. He 
armed the workers. They had a trowel in 
their hand and asword by their side. Andthe 
work went on. Sanballat found that Nehemiah 
was prepared against a surprise attack. So 
he tried craft. Heinvited Nehemiah to a con. 
But Nehemiah was too wary. He 
refused to be lured to his death. Four times 
the invitation came and each time it was 
refused. Then Sanballat disclosed his hand, 
He intimated that unless Nehemiah came to

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Sanballat.

“a HERE are some artists who can by a 
few strokes of -the pen, draw an 
expressive portrait. In the same 
way, some of the best portraiture in 

the Bible is given in a few phrases. But out 

of these scanty sentences, we can feel certain 
that we know exactly the sort of man it was 
that is thus briefly outlined. An example 
in point is Sanballat, whom we encounter in 
the Book of Nehemiah. 
A VISIT TO JERUSALEM. 
We first meet with Sanballat when 

Nehemiah arrives in Jerusalem. Nehemiah, 

you may remember, was a high official at the 

Court of the Persian monarch. But while 

waiting on the king, his heart turned towards 

the land of his fathers and the band of exiles 
who had returned to Palestine. He thought 
of the Holy City, with its walls broken down 
and its Temple in ruins. His royal master 

‘noticed his sadness and asked him the cause. 

Nehemiah unburdened his heart and the king 

granted him permission to go to Jerusalem, 

and even armed him with an order on the 
keeper of the royal forests for timber to be 
given him for the building works he had in 
mind. Accompanied by an escort, Nehemiah 
arrived in Jerusalem. Then Sanballat comes 

-on the scene: * When Sanballat the Horonite, 

and Tobiah his servant the Ammonite, heard 

of it, it grieved them exceedingly that there 
was come a man to seek the welfare of the 

Children of-Israel."” History repeats itself. 

These men were like the Arabs of present-day 

Palestine. They resented the Jews coming 

back to their own land. 

REBUILDING THE WALLS. 
Nehemiah undertook a private survey of 
Jerusalem before he even disclosed his mission 
to his fellow-Jews. Then he told them for 
what purpose he had come, spoke of the ruins 
that engirdled the city, and proposed that 
they should start building “that we be no 
more a reproach.” Preparations are made, 
and then Sanballat comes again on the scene: 
“But when Sanballat the Horonite, and 
Tobiak his servant the Ammonite, and 


Geshem the Arabian (!) heard it, they laughed » 


ns to scorn, and despised us, and said, What 
is this thing that ye do? Will ye rebel 
against the king?” Nehemiah sends them 
about their business: “ The God of Heaven, 
He will prosper us; therefore we His servants 
will arise and build; but ye have no. portion, 
nor right, nor memorial, in Jerusalem.” He 
told them that they were the real intruders. 


THE FOX. 


The work went on and Sanballat, who had 
his headquarters in Samaria, where he seems 
to have commanded a force of bandits, was 
very angry; and he mocked-the Jews in frotit 
of his followers, probably in the very hearing 
of the workers : “ What do these feeble Jews ?” 
he said scornfully, “ Will they fortify them. 
selves? Will they make sacrifice? Will they 
finish everything ina day? Will they make 
living stones out of heaps of burnt rubbish ?” 
Then Tobiah took up the chorus. He was a 
miserable echo. He exclaimed in effect: 
“Pooh! What is it they are building? Why, 
if a fox brushes up against it, he will over- 
throw their mighty stone wall.” But the Jews 
went quietly on with their labours. As the 
Bile puts it: “ Their heart was in the work.” 


= 


SWORD AND TROWEL,. 

Sanballat was angrier than ever. He and 
his henchmen organised their brigands— 
Arabians and Ammonites and Ashdodites— 
“and conspired all of them together to come 
and fight against Jerusalem and hinder the 
work.” But Nehemiah was equal to the 
occasion. He set guards everywhere. He 
armed the workers. They had a trowel in 
their hand and asword by their side. And the 
work went on. Sanballat found that Nehemiah 
was prepared against a surprise attack. So 
he tried craft. Heinvited Nehemiah to a con- 
ference. But Nehemiah was too wary. He 
refused to be lured to his death. Four times 
the invitation came and each time it was 
refused. Then Sanballat disclosed his hand. 
He intimated that unless Nehemiah came to 
make terms, a report would be sent tothe king 
that he was plotting a rebellion. Nehemiah 
replied that there was no such plot. It was 
a pure invention. ‘Do your worst,” he said 
in effect. 

TRAITORS, 

Sanballat had not shot his last bolt. He 
hired traitors in Nehemiah’s own camp. It 
was suggested to Nehemiah that his life was 
in danger and that he should take refuge in 
the Temp'e. But he saw through this con- 
Spiracy to lure him to a secret place. “Should 
such a man as I flee?" he answered proudly. 
“ Should such a one as I go into the Temple 
to save his life? I will not goin.” Still the 
work went on, but still the plotting continued. 
Nehemiah, with Ezra the scribe, instituted 
many reforms and restored the ancient wor- 
ship. In the course of these reforms Nehemiah 
made the surprising discovery that one of the 
grandsons of Eliashib, the High Priest, was 
actually married to a daughter of Sanballat. 
“ Therefore I chased him from me,” he writes, 
and he exclaims: “ Remember them, O my 
God, because they have defiled the priesthood, 
and the covenant of the priesthood, and of 
the Levites!"" This is the last we hear of 
Sanballat. He is a despicable character, but 
he met his match in Nehemiah, whose con- 
tinually recurring prayer was surely answered: 
“ Remember me, O my God, for good !” 

THE OTHER PLOY. 

What about the other plot to send me 
Chanucah sixpences for our special Fund on 
behalf of “ Happiness, Unlimited”?
